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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase 
"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) GROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS . 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 8 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
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claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 already recites determination of the amount of the 
dissolved polymer by the methods recited in subparagraphs a)-c). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites a process for determining the amount of polymer deposited from 
monomer, which comprises determining the concentration of dissolved polymer by any 
spectroscopic methods recited in subparagraphs a)-c). However, the claim does not recite any 
step of converting the amount of the dissolved polymer into the amount of the deposited 
polymer, which renders claim 1 and all dependent claims unclear and indefinite. Moreover, since 
it is not apparent, in which specific process the amount of deposited polymer is determined, the 
examiner interprets this claim as reciting any polymerization process. 

In claim 2 it is not quite apparent, which "thermal separating apparatus" is meant in the 
claim, since it is not clear, which separating process is involved in the process of determination, 
as the parent claim does not recite any separating process. 

In claim 3 the limitations "the value" and "the stabilizer system" do not have an 
antecedent basis. It is also not clear, what the stabilizer system is, and what it stabilizes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 02 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

6. Claims 1 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by any 
reference from the prior art recited by the Applicants, including. translated abstracts for German 
patent publications DD 159673, DD 251626 A and DD 210125 Al. 

The prior art recited by the Applicants (see pages 1-3 of the specification) teach 
monitoring the process of polymerization by any spectroscopic method recited in subparagraphs 
a)-c) of claim 1, which involves determining the amount of dissolved and/or deposited polymer. 
The methods taught by the prior art are invasive and non-invasive, on- and off-line. 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hua et al. (Polymer, 2001) teach "off-line monitoring of butyl acrylate, methyl 
methacrylate and vinyl acetate homo- and copolymerizations in toluene using ATR-FTIR 
spectroscopy" (Title).
